PUBLIC HEARING, PROPOSED BUDGET FOR ’53 
February 2.) 95a.00 s0epl Mm. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p. m. 
by Chairman, Raymond V. Chase. 


The following members of the delegation an- 
swered the roll call: Swain, Chase, Leighton, Fel- 
lows, Webb, Connell, Crandall, Locke, Littlehale, 
Maxfield, Nelson, Fernald and Green. Also pres- 
ent were the three County Commissioners, several 
county officers, representatives from the press and 
approximately 11 other citizens. 


Each item in the budget was considered and 
the following additional requests were considered 
also: An additional $720 for the County Solicitor 
to be used for secretarial hire; $300 for the Register 
of Probate for rebinding 12 books at a cost of $25 
per book; a two-way radio and monitor set (estima- 
ted cost of $2,246) for the Sheriff’s department 
along with the construction of a partition in his 
present office making it possible for him to have a 
_private office for interviewing also a detention cell 
to keep prisoners while awaiting arraignment dur- 
ing term of court. The proposed cell is to be located 
off the boiler room. (The estimated cost for the 
last two items is $500.) An additional $1,000 re- 
quested by the Clerk of Court to take care of neces- 
sary changes in the rooms occupied by the judge, 
jury and attorneys and the replacing of various 
lighting fixtures. 
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Mr. Walter Keays of Dover questioned the 
budget in general as to its being itemized in more 
detail. Mr. Chase informed Mr. Keays that the 
present budget was set up in accordance with the 
form used in previous years. However, it is the 
consensus of opinion that future budgets should be 
broken down in more detail and the Commissioners 
are taking steps to see that this is done in the future. 


Mr. Walter Keays questioned the increase 
in Care and Supplies for the Court House. Mr. 
Paradis, Chairman of the County Commissioners 
stated that the increase was due mainly to the in- 
ereased cost of supplies and the anticipated instal- 
lation of a hot water heater for the Photostat room. 


Mr. Walter Keays questioned the increase in 
the County Farm appropriation. Comm. Paradis 
explained the new program which the County start- 
ed at the Farm to take care of the infirm and con- 
valescents. (This program includes Alien Old Age 
Assistance, Totally and Permanently Disabled and 
Old Age Assistance). This necessitated the hiring 
of two additional nurses. However, Commissioner 
Paradis pointed out that this new program will 
bring in $10,000. (approx.) in revenue to the Coun- 
ty. The increase in the County Farm appropriation 
would also take care of a $50 per month increase 
for the Superintendent. Mr. Keays recommended 
the cancellation of the anticipated increase. 


Mr. Keays requested that the $5,000 listed for 
Outlay for New Construction be broken down. Com- 
missioner Paradis gave an itemized listing of things 
to be taken care of with this appropriation. His 
listing was as follows: Resurfacing of the drive- 
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way at the County Home; buildings to be painted at 
the County Home; parking lot at the Court House; 
repair to silo and roof at County Home; a new hay 
harvester and heating unit for the piggery which 
will do away with piping. 


Mr. Walter Keays questioned the estimated rev- 
enue for the County Home over last year. Commis- 
sioner Paradis stated that part of the estimated rev- 
enue is on the new Old Age Assistance program pre- 
viously mentioned. 


There being no further questions, the meeting 
was adjourned at 9:10 p. m.

VEN. wa, aha 


A meeting of the Strafford County Delegation, 
County Officers and invited guests for consideration 
of the proposed budget for Strafford County for the 
year 1953 was called to order at 2:10 p. m. by Ray- 
mond Chase, Chairman. A turkey-lobster dinner 
preceded the meeting. 
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Lucien G. Paradis, Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners was called on to give a gen- 
eral resume of the budget. Commencing with the 
items listed under General Government, the salaries 
of the Commissioners was considered and Chairman 
Chase advised the group of the pending bill in the 
legislature for a proposed increase in pay. A re- 
quest was made by County Solicitor, John M. Brant 
for $720 to cover the hire of secretarial assistance. 
This request will be given due consideration when 
the budget is finally considered. The Register of 
Deeds advised the group that in accordance with 
a motion made by the Delegation in 1952 she used 
what money she was able to save from her last 
year’s appropriation to cover books. She advised 
the group that there are about 130 more books to 
be slip-covered. Mrs. Waldron, Register of Pro- 
bate, advised the group that in addition to the $2,- 
000 requested for her department, she was asking 
for $300 to have 12 old books rebound. The cost 
for rebinding the books is about $25 per book. 


Sheriff Pare requested a special appropriation 
for the purpose of buying a two-way radio and mon- 
itor set. (This will be the same wave length as 
Rockingham). He is also requested that this ap- 
propriation include the construction of a partition 
in his present office thereby making it possible for 
him to have a private office. A detention cell, pos- 
sibly located in the vicinity of the boiler room, was 
requested. The purpose of the dentention cell is to 
keep prisoners while awaiting arraignment during 
term of Court. The estimated cost of the radio and 
monitor set is $2,246 while the other two items were 
estimated at a cost of $500. Rep. Fernald suggest- 
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ed that Sheriff Pare gather some information on the 
possibility of an F. C. C. permit. 


Chairman Paradis gave an itemized break- 
down of Care and Supplies of Court House. He ad- 
vised the delegation that the requested increase for 
the year 1953 covering this item was to take care 
of proposed installation of hot water throughout 
the court house. 


Clerk of Court, Richard H. Keefe, was unable 
to be present due to the term of court now in ses- 
sion. He requested an additional $1,000 be added 
to the requested $35,000. He called attention to 
the present term of court now in session (continua- 
tion of the Sept. term). There are also bills in the 
legislature covering possible increases in pay for 
jurists and justices. There are also necessary 
changes to be made in the present quarters of the 
judge, jury and attorneys’ rooms. 


Items under Public Welfare were considered 
next. In discussing the amount requested for the 
County Farm ($100,000), Lucien Paradis mentioned 
that the increase was to take care of the hire of two 
additional nurses who have recently been hired for 
the new program at the farm. It is possible that 
$10,000 will be brought into the county by the new 
program on Old Age Assistance, Totally and Per- 
manently Disabled and Alien Old Age Assistance. 
The increase under Old Age Assistance is to take 
care of the new cases eligible for this aid. The in- 
creases in the items listed under Public Welfare 
were mainly to take care of a large number of 
transfers to the county which are anticipated this 
year. The possibility of operating the farm on a 
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paying-basis was discussed and suggestions for ad- 
ditional personnel such as a boss farmer were con- 
sidered. 


The $5,000 requested for Outlay for New Con- 
struction covers repairs to the silo, painting the var- 
ious buildings at the farm, purchase of a new hay 
harvester, installation of a new heating unit for the 
piggery, resurfacing the farm roadway and fixing 
leaks in the roof of the county home. The proposed 
project to use part of the lawn at the court house 
for additional parking area is also included in the 
appropriation. 


A report made by an engineering concern on 
the heating system of the farm was read in part to 
the delegation. The report calls for the doing away 
of the present coal-fed boilers and the installation 
of automatic oil heaters. It was estimated that $3,- 
000 could be saved annually on fuel. Chairman 
Paradis said the cost of necessary equipment would 
run about $8,000 (this does not include labor costs). 
This possibly would necessitate the financing of a 
bond issue. 


Dan Adams, County Agent, requested that the 
$14,500 estimated appropriation for his denartment 
be changed to $14,011. He explained that the Com- 
missioners listed this amount as a rough estimate 
as they were not able to contact him personally be- 
fore the budgets were mimeographed. 


The delegation was informed that about $300 
was saved by the County Treasurer in letting out 
money. This was made known when the interest 
on temporary loans and bonds was discussed. 
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A motion was made by Chairman Chase that a 
vote of thanks be tendered -to Supt. and Mrs. Lepene 
for the fine dinner served to the group. 


The meeting adjourned at 5 p. m. with the 
Public Hearing scheduled for Monday evening, Feb- 
ruary 2 at 7:30 in the evening at the Strafford Coun- 
ty Court House.

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The following members of the Executive Com- 
mittee were present: Raymond H. Chase, Dover, 
Harley A. Crandall, Dover, Emmet J. Flanagan, Do- 
ver, Edward G. Letourneau of Somersworth and Al- 
bert H. Brown of Strafford. 


The three months’ budget for 1953 was con- 
sidered and the following motion was made by Mr. 
Brown: Mr. Brown made the motion that we ac- 
cept the three months’ budget. This motion was 
seconded by Mr. Crandall. Passed. 


The resurfacing of the driveway around the 
County Home buildings, repairing of the roof and 
silo were considered. As agreed before, these items 
will be paid for out of the $3,000 allocated for Out- 
lay for New Construction in the budget. 


It was recommended the Commissioners check 
with the Insurance Committee as to extended cov- 
erage on the County insurance. 


A recommendation was made that the Com- 
missioners obtain bids on two pumps for the Coun- 
ty Home. One pump is for drinking water and the 
other will pump the water from the river to the 
fire reservoir. These prices will include installation 
etc. This matter will be brought before the delega- 
tion when the bids have been received. 


Mr. Brown made the motion that the Com- 
missioners be authorized to purchase a bull. It is 
understood that the old one will be disposed of. 
Motion seconded by Mr. Crandall. Motion passed. 


In considering the operation of the County . 
Home, Mr. Brown made the following motion: It 
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is the consensus of opinion that the Commissioners 
proceed to employ a Boss Farmer as soon as pos- 
sible. Motion seconded by Mr. Letourneau. Pass- 
ed. 


The Commissioners are to obtain figures for 
repairing the roof at the Court House, the partition 
in the Sheriff’s office, detention cell and the neces- 
sary work in the court room.

A meeting of the Strafford County Delegation 
with the three County Commissioners was called to 
order today at 2:10 p. m. by Raymond H. Chase, 
Chairman. | 


The following members were present: Swain, 
Chase, Keenan, Marcotte, Connell, Flanagan, Funk- 
houser, Littlehale, Stearns, Nelson, Carignan, Clem- 
ent, Green, Lagueux, Letourneau, Brown and Cald- 
well.

The six months’ budget for 1953 was consider- 
ed and the following motion was made: 


That the six months’ budget for 1953 be ac- 
cepted.

Two pumps for the County Farm were consid- 
ered. One pump is for pumping drinking water; 
the other for pumping water from the river to the 
fire reservoir. Various prices had been obtained 
by the Commissioners in accordance with instruc- 
tions of the Executive Committee on May 18. 


The following motion was made: 


That the Commissioners be authorized to spend 
up to $1,650 for pumps plus piping from the pump 
house to the reservoir. Motion made by Mr. Stearns 
and seconded by Mr. Carignan. Passed. 


Repairs to the exterior of the Court House 
were discussed. A letter received from Willis Lit- 
tlefield, local architect, along with a listing of cor- 
rections and repairs obtained from and compiled 
by the Western Waterproofing Company were read. 
Their price for doing this work was $11,482. It 
was agreed to table such masonry work until the 
first of next year. Following a lengthy discussion, 
the following motions were made: 


We allow the Commissioners to expend up to 
$3,000 on necessary repairs and rebuilding to the 
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roof, gutters and downspouts according to the spe- 
cifications of Mr. Littlefield. Motion made by Mr. 
Connell and seconded by Mr. Keenan. Passed. 


A motion was made by Mr. Flanagan that the 
Commissioners be authorized to draw up new speci- 
fications—state exactly what will be done; such as, 
new gutters, downspouts and valleys. Motion sec- 


onded and passed.

Mr. Flanagan made the following motion: That 
the Commissioners submit bids on temporary re- 
pairs to the exterior of the building—specifying 
the arches and window sashes. Seconded by Mr. 
Littlehale. Passed. 


Mr. Flanagan made a motion that it be recom- 
mended that the Commissioners purchase a new 
typewriter for the office of the Register of Probate. 
Seconded by Mr. Littlehale. Passed. 


Mr. Green moved that the Delegation congrat- 
ulate Mr. Lagueux and the City of Somersworth on 
their selection of a Mayor. Seconded by several. 
Passed. |

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


1953 


As required by Statute, the Board of Strafford 
County Commissioners herewith present their An- 
nual Report for the year ending December 31, 1953, 
along with the reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of 
Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent of County 
Farm, Jailer, Auditors, Physician, Chaplains and 
County Extension Service. 


At the close of 1953 we had a balance of $23,- 
582.21. This cash surplus is returned to the tax 
payers. In other words, it is used to reduce the 
amount necessary to be raised by taxation for the 
next year. 


In view of the fact that our budget was severe- 
ly cut, we were fortunate to keep below. However, 
two items went over their appropriations; namely, 
Superior Court (we have no control over this) which 
exceeded its budget about $10,000, and the County 
Home whose appropriation was cut the most. The 
increase in Old Age Assistance appropriation in- 
cludes Alien Old Age Assistance and the Total and 
Permanent Disabled. The new program which was 
started at the County Home the latter part of 1952 
increased the cost but it has helped us with our 
County Home revenue. 


The income at the County Home along with 
revenue that our Welfare Worker was able to col- 
lect from Board and Care of Children and Relief 
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was very high compared to the revenue which had 
been estimated. 


Welfare showed a decrease the first of the 
year, but at the end of the year there was an in- 
crease. 


During the course of the year it was necessary 
to purchase two new pumps at the County Home. 
One pump was for drinking water and the other for 
pumping water from the river to the fire reservoir. 
This latter pump fills our 40,000-gallon reservoir 
for fire protection and farm use. At the same time, 
the four-inch pipeline from the cistern to the pump 
had to be replaced with 420 feet of wrought iron 
pipe. We also replaced 800 feet of pipe from the 
river to the reservoir. 


Our insurance company informed us that our 
old boilers had been condemned. These boilers 
have been in use for more than 40 years. As the 
length of usefulness, as far as the insurance com- 
pany is concerned is 17 years, we were fortunate 
that the boilers lasted as long as they did. We hope 
to-take care of this matter in the coming year. 


A complete report of the County Home is given 
in the Superintendent’s report. 


At the Court House we have installed hot 
water to take care of phosotating and other uses. 
Under the recommendation of architect, Willis Lit- 
tlefield, we had the roof and gutters repaired and 
installed new downspouts. Two detention cells 
were set up in the basement of the Court House to 
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take care of prisoners while awaiting arraignment 
in Court. 


Money for the pumps at the County Home 
along with the repairs to the County Court House 
roof was taken from the Contingent Fund which 
was set up at $12,500, and there is an unexpended 
balance of $8,512.69. 


We hope to repair the brick work of the old- 
part of the Court House. There has also been 
thought of an additional parking lot which is great- 
ly needed during Court time. 


The County Commissioners feel that the Coun- 
ty is fortunate in having a staff of employees who 
keep the affairs of the County operating in such an 
efficient manner. 


We express the hope that more people visit the 
County Home. All citizens should make an effort 
to visit at least once each year. 


We wish to express our appreciation to the 
Delegation, the various County, Town and City of- 
ficials and the State Welfare Department for their 
service in helping to carry out the work of the Coun- 
ty. Also, to our County Home Supt. and Matron, 
Mr. and Mrs. Lepene, our fine staff of nurses and 
our County Home doctor, Dr. Hartigan, we express 
our appreciation. 


To all clubs, organizations and individuals who 
have contributed to the welfare and happiness of 
the inmates at the Home, we are grateful. 
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In conclusion we would like to thank our Coun- 
ty physicians and the members of the Probation De- 
partment for their fine cooperation and assistance 
received during the year.

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REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Straf- 
ford County, and to the Citizens of said County: 


Gentlemen: 


Herewith I submit my annual report for 19538, 
pursuant to Chapters 24 and 50 of the Revised 
Laws. 


First I submit a report on cases disposed of in 
the Superior Court, and for convenience these cases 
are grouped into the two major categories of felon- 
ies (major crimes) and misdemeanors (minor 
crimes or offenses). With rare exceptions, the latter 
class of case reaches the Superior Court only by ap- 
peal from a municipal court. 


I. Felony Cases 


A. Cases Tried by Jury 


State v. Romeo Ouellette. Tried on two in- 
dictments: (1) Manslaughter and (2) Knowingly 
leaving scene after causing personal injuries. This 
trial took six days and resulted in a verdict of Guilty 
of Manslaughter (second degree) and Not Quilty 
of leaving the scene. Respondent was given a sen- 
tence of 3-5 years in State Prison, from which he ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court (not decided as of end 
of year). 


State v. Lloyd H. Skillings. Tried on five in- 
dictments (grand larceny, breaking and entering, 
attempted robbery, aggravated assault). This trial 
took five and one-half days and resulted in a ver- 
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dict of Guilty of grand larceny and Not Guilty on 
the other indictments. Respondent appealed to the 
Supreme Court and imposition of sentence was post- 
poned. Case not decided by Supreme Court as of 
end of year. 


Note: The Skillings cases were first tried by 
jury in 1952 but the jury disagreed and reached no 
verdict, and the Respondent appealed in 1952 to the 
Supreme Court on matters of law. In 1953 (prior 
to the second trial aforesaid) the Solicitor personal- 
ly prepared a Brief and orally argued the cases in 
the Supreme Court, which sustained the Solicitor in 
all five cases.

A number of misdemeanor cases were nol 
prossed at my discreeion, either for weakness of 
evidence or at the request of the original complain- 
ant. 


II. Cases in Municipal Courts. 


As always, numerous cases were handled in 
municipal courts but. while such cases are time- con- 
suming, they will not be detailed here. 


IV. Sex Psychopath Law 


In the past two years the Solicitor has filed 
petitions in Superior Court in about a dozen cases 
for medical inquiries into the mental condition of 
persons assused of various offenses of a sexual 
nature. The majority of the cases involved such 
offenses as lewdness and indecent exposure, and in 
every case except one the medical board made a 
negative finding. Most of the cases have then been 
disnosed of in Municipal Court on pleas of guilty. 
(Four more petitions were filed in the first six weeks 
of 1954.) 


In one case the Medical Board did find the re- 
spondent to be a dangerous sex psychopath, but the 
respondent appealed the finding to the Superior 
Court where, after a hearing lasting three and one- 
half days, the Court reversed the board. This re- 
spondent has subsequently been indicted. 


In the judgment of the Solicitor, the said stat- 
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ute (Chapter 314 of the 1949 Laws) ‘contains grave 
weaknesses and in its operation it has proved to be 
both expensive to this County and impractical in its 
operation. It appears to be based on an assumed 
degree of psychiatric knowledge which in fact does 
not exist, and both the courts and the psychiatrists 
seem justly reluctant to apply the law. The law 
arbitrarily requires persons to submit to psychiatric 
examination on the mere basis that they have been 
accused of an offense, without any judicial hearing 
on whether there is probable cause to accuse them. 
It causes delay and expense, and usually has no re- 
sult, except that there doubtless will be cases of 
serious transgressors who will escape the criminal 
punishment which they deserve on the speculative 
basis that possibly they are sick and can be cured. 
The legislature should examine carefully into this 
law and its history to date by consultation with the 
best legal and medical minds, and if they find that 
the law in fact has far outstripped the progress of 
psychology so that it has no practical basis, then 
they should abolish it. Otherwise, they should 
amend it. 


V. Driving Under Infiuence Cases 


In 1949 our legislature enacted a law permit- 
ting evidence of the alcoholic content of blood. This 
should have proved a distinct advance in the handl- 
ing of this type of motor vehicle offense, but in this 
county very rarely have the ‘police availed them- 
selves of this law. As a result they throw away the 
best evidence available, and they leave a jury to 
wonder why no test was taken, except in the oc- 
casional case where a respondent has actually re- 
fused it. One reason why the police do not utilize 
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the law seems to be that the medical profession is 
loath to assist when called, since they thereby be- 
come entangled in court proceedings. Another rea- 
son seems to be that it is just too much trouble to 
sunervise the taking of blood and its transmission to 
the State Laboratorv. Thus the solicitor rarely has 
anything but conflicting opinion evidence. A new 
effort should be made in this field, and the direction 
of that effort obviously is the procurement of mod- 
ern equipment for measuring alcoholic content from 
the breath, as is done in many states. If Dover and 
Rochester (at least) had such equipment (which 
could be available to the volice elsewhere also) it 
would be a distinct step forward. A jury trial of 
one such case costs the county over three hundred 
dollars, and it is only common sense that the police 
who present such cases to the solicitor should have 
some solid scientific evidence of such an otherwise 
debatable matter as the physical condition of a 
respondent with respect to alcohol. Another partial 
cure for this perennial headache (in all counties) 
would be for the license suspension period to be 
lowered in the case of the first offender, so as to 
reduce the number of appeals. 


VI. General 


A county solicitor bears a heavy measure of 
responsibility. Innumerable matters are attended 
to by him in addition to cases actually arriving in 
court. Most of his daily work cannot be reflected in 
this brief report. He is consulted for advice by all 
and sundry. He writes the husband who sends no 
money. He is attorney for the county and state wel- 
fare departments, although theoretically the latter 
has the attorney general’s office. He is an investi- 
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gator of crimes, both real and fancied. He sends 
petitions to courts in other states for the support 
of families here. He decides whether to extradite 
deserting husbands and others to this state. He 
tries to stop groundless complaints in their inception, 
and he prepares matters for investigation by the 
Grand Jury. He explains the workings of the crim- 
inal law to those who cannot understand that we 
must give orderly justice and a fair trial to others if 
we wish ourselves to remain free. He must politely 
turn away those who mistakenly seek free legal 
advice of a private nature. The importance and 
scope of his job are little understood, and surpris- 
ingly enough they they are not comprehended even 
by our county representatives, who have voted to 
permit his salary to remain at the 1943 level while 
they raise ‘prices in their own private pursuits, and 
have voted that he shall continue to pay all his 
clerical and secretarial expenses from his $1,800 
salary, although our other county departments are 
paid for such help and the Rockingham Solicitor 
receives over $700.00 for it in addition to his $2,400 
salary, and even in Cheshire County $500.00 is paid 
for that purpose. It is true that competent men 
undoubtedly will continue to seek the office in spite 
of the compensation paid. The job still offers a 
challenge and the satisfaction of doing for the 
public good. Yet it is also true that the continued 
inadequate compensation of this position is a 
measure of the slight importance which our elected 
representatives (the majority of them) attach to 
some of the most fundamental principles, for ex- 
ample to the principle that the administration of 
justice is the most important single function of 
government, the principle that our affairs are best 
administered the closer they are to home, and the 
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principle that a day’s work deserves a day’s pay. 
Our legislators will vote millions for toll roads, but 
they insist on paying the solicitor a salary which 
amounts to less than two dollars an hour on a job 
that consumes about one-half his working hours. 


VII. I am glad to say that, with co-operation 
from most state departments, and the utmost co- 
operation from the Sheriff and his deputies and the 
Medical Referee and other county workers, my task 
as county solicitor has been ‘pleasant and the job 
has been done. The Probation Department should 
be included among the very helpful, and also the 
police of our cities and towns. |

AGRICULTURAL AGENT 


This report is far from a complete resume 
of the work and activities of the County Agricul- 
tural Agent. It is, however, hoped that it does give 
you an idea of Extension activities during the past 
few months. 


At the beginning of each year we offer our 
services to farmers in helping them make out their 
Federal Income Tax returns. There have been sev- 
eral farmers taking advantage of this offer. We 
also help people with their farm accounts and dis- 
tribute books for dairy, fruit, and poultry farmers. 


Local dairy breed associations have been organ- 
ized through the Extension Service and the Agent 
is active in helping them with their programs. Straf- 
_ ford County is the only one in the State with an ac- 
tive Holstein and Guernsey Association. The Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association has been incorpora- 
ted this year and we have had a permanent tester 
for several months. We have aided the New Hamp- 
shire Jersey Cattle Club with their publicity and 
have helped to arrange meetings for the New 
Hampshire-Vermont Breeding Association. The lo- 
cal Holstein Association has been helped with their 
sale and with their booth at Dover. 


Poultry growers have been receiving printed 
information on management, diseases, and feed 
periodically. Disease problems have been taken 
care of by individual help. The County Agent has 
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helped in selecting chickens for farmers entering 
their poultry in the New Hampshire Broiler Test. 


Farmers have been given help with their con- 
struction of buildings such as milk rooms, storage, 
barns, egg rooms, bulk storage for grain elevators, 
and electrical equipment. They have also been 
given information on pipe line milking and cold 
wall milk storage tanks. Demonstrations have been 
given on blueberry growing, pruning apple trees, 
and forage crops. 


Over fifty farmers have signed up in the Green 
Pasture Program. 


Since last December the Agent has participa- 
ted in fifty-five radio programs. 


A few of the other participations have been: 
Cooperate with Granges on their Agricultural 
Program. 


The Agent has helped in the control of insects, 
diseases and rodents. 


Furnishes information to the Soil Conservation 
on seeding mixtures and fertilizer reeommendations.

HOME DEMONSTRATION AGENT 


The intelligent and devoted leadership of 179 
Strafford County women has, once again, been of in- 
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valuable assistance to the Agent in promoting and 
carrying out the home demonstration program. 
Since December 1, 1952 these leaders have held 
491 meetings which were attended by 4675 people. 


Projects which our leaders have taught in their 
communities during the past year include, Buying 
Women’s Clothing, Buying Children’s Shoes, Im- 
proving Home Lighting, Care and Repair of Sewing 
Machines, Reedcraft, Making Gifts, Making Plastic 
Handbags, Braiding Rugs, Textile Stencilling, Food 
From Many Lands, Huck Weaving, “‘The Food Buy- 
er Knows Her Business,” Metal Etching, Christmas 
Greens, Using Sewing Machine Attachments, Mak- 
ing Lamps and. Lampshades, Casserole Dishes, 
“Know Your Proteins,’ Timesaving Meals, Chair- 
seating, Refinishing Furniture, and Making Men’s 
and Boys’ Shirts. 


In addition the Agent met with groups of home- 
makers to give instruction on Weight Control, 
Wardrobe Planning, Care of Knives and Scissors, 
Chairseating, Sewing Shortcuts, Entertaining At 
Home, and Tailoring Women’s Clothing. 


Exhibits of home demonstration work were dis- 
played during National Home Demonstration Week, 
at Achievement Day, and at Madbury and Roches- 
ter Fairs. 


The Agent prepares a weekly newspaper col- 
umn on market information for the food shoppers, 
five radio talks each month, and two monthly let- 
ters which have a circulation of 980 and 225 re- 
spectively. In addition, the Agent makes all ar- 
rangements for leader training schools, county- 
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wide and district meetings, and directs the planning 
and administration of the program throughout the 
County. 


The Agent is deeply grateful to the Board of 
Directors for their loyal support of the home demon- 
stration program and for their cooperation in all 
matters pertaining to her work.

COUNTY FORESTER 
I. SITUATION 


A. General 


Strafford County contains 179,800 acres of 
forest lands. This is approximately 74.5% of the 
total land area of the County. A survey showed 
in 1948 that only 24% of the forest lands were cov- 
ered with sawable timber and the annual cutting of 
the softwood timber exceeded the growth rate by 
more than thirty-four percent. However, hardwood 
saw timber and pole age hardwoods were only being 
cut at approximately 24 percent of growth. This 
means that Strafford County forests are rapidly be- 
ing converted to hardwoods, many of these hard- 
woods are of little or no commercial value. 


B. County Foresters Program 


Requests for the services of the County For- 
ester increased during 1953. Over 1 million board 
feet were marked by the County Forester in Bel- 
knap and Strafford from July 1952 to July 1953. 


Stumpage prices for marked timber averaged 
higher than in 1952 and were equal to those paid 
for unmarked timber. 


During the year considerable time is spent in- 
specting woodlands and advising woodland owners. 
on forest management problems prior to marking 
timber for partial cutting or demonstrating weeding 
or other forest improvement work. 


During June and July many requests were re- 
ceived on forest insects damage. Severe gypsy 
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damage was suffered in Northern sections of the 
County. White Pine weevil and bark beetles dam- 
age was widespread throughout the County. 


The County Forester has had excellent coop- 
eration from public and private organizations, that 
are involved in promoting and carrying on better 
forestry practices in the County. 


The publicity given the program through lec- 
tures, radio broadcast, newspaper articles and ex- 
hibits seems to reach quite a few land-owners as in- 
dicated by an increase in requests for the services 
of the Forester. | 


Il. PROBLEM 


The problem is to get the farmers and other 
woodland owners in the County to participate in a 
program of good forest management so that each 
acre of woodland will yield a continuous crop of 
high quality forest products and to correlate the 
annual timber drain by the local wood using indus- 
tries with the annual growth of timber on the for- 
ests. The County Forestry program should advise 
and assist the people of Strafford County in solving 
this problem. 


III. PROPOSED SOLUTIONS 


The woodland owners and wood-using indus- 
tries should be presented with all the available data 
on the condition of the forests and the marketing 
of forest products (The annual forest market report 
put out by the Cooperative Extension Service and 
the State Forestry and Recreation Commission now 
furnishes most of the above information). 
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Demonstration meetings, lectures, radio and 
press releases can be used to keep the people of 
Strafford County informed on forestry problems 
and thus create an interest in good forestry prac- 
tices. 


Besides presenting the people with the facts on 
the forests and the forest markets, advice and as- 
sistance should be given to individual landowners 
on managing their woodlands. <A preliminary ex- 
amination of the woodlands with the landowners 
gives him a better idea of his forest problems and 
how best to handle these problems. 


An important step in forest management may 
be shown to the landowner by the County Forester 
when he marks trees to be removed during an im- 
provement on partial cutting operation. If the land- 
owner cannot help in the marking operation, he 
should employ someone who can carry on the mark- 
ing after being shown by the County Forester. 


With the present rate of request for services, 
the County Forester is unable to do an efficient job 
in both Belknap and Strafford Counties.
